Miami imam to plead not guilty

MIAMI - The 76-year-old 
imam of South Florida’s old¬ 
est mosque will plead not 
guilty to charges of financing 
terrorism in Pakistan, his de¬ 
fense lawyer said on Monday. 

After a hearing in Federal 
District Court here, Khur- 
rum Wahid, the lawyer for the 
imam, Hafiz Muhammed Sher 
Ali Khan, pleaded with the 
community not to prejudge 
his client. 

Khan, the leader of the Miami 
Mosque in west Miami, was 
charged along with two of his 
sons and three other people 



with providing material assis¬ 
tance to the Pakistani Taliban 
from 2008 to 2010.

The decision to deny bail was 
a surprising and striking defeat 
for Strauss-Kahn, whom many 
saw as a leading contender to 
become France’s next presi¬ 
dent.

The prosecutor of the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court in The 
Hague on Monday sought ar¬ 
rest warrants for Moammar 
Gadhafi of Libya, one of his 
sons and Gadhafi’s brother- 
in-law on charges of orches¬ 
trating systematic attacks 
against civilians that amount 
to crimes against humanity. 
The chief prosecutor, Luis 
Moreno-Ocampo, said Gad¬ 
hafi, his son Seif al-Islam 
Gadhafi and his brother-in- 
law Abdullah al-Sanousi 
formed an inner circle that 
crushed peaceful demonstra¬ 
tions and ordered the use of 
live ammunition and heavy 
weapons against protesters. 
Moreno-Ocampo said 6 he 
had “direct evidence” that the 
three men had held meetings 
to plan and direct the opera¬ 
tions. Gadhafi’s “second-el¬ 
dest son, Seif al-Islam, is a 
de facto prime minister, and 
Abdullah al-Sanousi is his 
right-hand man, his execu¬ 
tioner,” the prosecutor said. 

A three-judge panel will de¬ 
cide whether to issue arrest 
warrants. 

Moreno-Ocampo seemed to 
send a clear message from 
Western governments when 
he said that it was not up to 
others, or NATO, but to Liby¬ 


ans themselves to make any 
arrests. 

It was unclear what effect the 
court’s action would have on 
the NATO-led bombing cam¬ 
paign in Libya, which has 
moved closer to the hiding 
places of the country’s leader¬ 
ship. 

NATO officials were not 
available at the alliance’s 
headquarters in Brussels on 


Monday night to say whether 
an arrest warrant would em¬ 
bolden them to intensify air- 
strikes on Libya’s command- 
and-control centers and, by 
extension, against Gadhafi 
and his son and brother-in- 
law. 

But Oana Lungescu, the se¬ 
nior NATO spokeswoman, 
said by email that the court’s 
announcement was “further

proof that the international 
isolation of the Gadhafi re¬ 
gime is growing every day.” 
She added, “It is hard to imag¬ 
ine that a genuine transition in 
Libya can take place while 
those responsible for wide¬ 
spread and systematic attacks 
against the civilian population 
remain in power.” 

At a news conference at The 
Hague, the prosecutor hinted 


he had received intelligence 
from other governments, 
from Libyans outside the 
country and recently from “a 
lot of phone calls from inside 
Libya,” but he said his office 
was not taking evidence from 
witnesses inside the country 
“because they can be killed.” 
There was so much evidence, 
Moreno-Ocampo said, that 
“we’re almost ready for trial.” 
Jalal al-Gallal, a spokesman 
for the rebels’ Transitional 
National Council, said he 
hoped that news of the arrest 
warrants might spur NATO to 
widen its bombing campaign. 
“I honestly believe it has to 
be continuous, relentless,” al- 
Gallal said. 

“I think they realize it. They 
need to intensify now.” 
Officials in Tripoli have al¬ 
ready said they will ignore 
any of the court’s decisions, 
and there appears little chance 
that any of the three men 
named could be arrested at 
home any time soon. 

Libya is not among the 114 
countries that recognize the 
court. 

But in this case, the charges 
against Libyan leaders carry 
additional weight because it 
was the U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil that unanimously decided 
in February to instruct the 
court to investigate the crack¬ 
down against civilians.□

McConnell added that the oth¬ 
er occasion, which occurred 
outside the United States, 
was still being investigated. 
In opposing bail, prosecu¬ 
tors highlighted the serious 
nature of the allegations. 
“The defendant restrained a 
hotel employee inside of the 
room,” McConnell said.

his face. He did not enter 
a plea during the proceed¬ 
ing, nor did he speak aloud. 
The criminal complaint 
says that Strauss-Kahn shut 
the door and prevented the 


woman from leaving, grab¬ 
bing her breasts, trying to 
pull down her pantyhose 
and grabbing her crotch. 
“The victim provided very 
powerful details consistent 
with violent sexual assault 
committed by the defendant,” 


McConnell said, adding that 
she told hotel staff mem¬ 
bers and law enforcement 
authorities what had hap¬ 
pened shortly after the attack. 
The woman was examined 
after the episode, and law 
enforcement officials were 
processing evidence from the 
hotel room, McConnell said. 
Preliminary indications, Mc¬ 
Connell said, was that foren¬ 
sic evidence supported “the 
victim’s version of events.” 
Benjamin Brafman, one 
of Strauss-Kahn’s law¬ 
yers, argued that “this is a 
very, very defensible case.

Brafman added that although 
his client was arrested on an Air 
France plane that was about to 
take off from Kennedy Inter¬ 
national Airport on Saturday, 
he was not trying to flee.q 
Brafman said that Strauss- 
Kahn’s travel plans had been 
set for some time, and he 
indicated that there was evi¬ 
dence that between the time 
of the alleged attack and his 
flight, Strauss-Kahn was in 
the area of the hotel, tak¬ 
ing care of other business. 
He also said that his client 
had a lunch meeting near the 
hotel after the time the house¬ 
keeper had given for the at¬ 
tack, and that his lunch part¬ 
ner would be able to testify. 
In addition, he said, the hotel 
security found out he was at 
the airport only after he vol¬

US hits credit limit, setting up 11-week fight

WASHINGTON - The gov¬ 
ernment has maxed out its 
credit card. 

The United States reached its 
$14.3 trillion limit on federal 
borrowing Monday, leaving 
Congress 11 weeks to raise 
the threshold or risk a finan¬ 
cial panic or another reces¬ 
sion. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner formally notified 
Congress that the government 
would halt its investments in 
two federal pension plans so 


it won’t exceed the borrowing 
limit. 

Geithner said the govern¬ 
ment could get by with book¬ 
keeping maneuvers like that 
through Aug. 2. After that, 
the government could default 
on its debt for the first time, 
threatening the national credit 
rating and the dollar. 

Geithner sent Congress a let¬ 
ter saying he would be unable 
to make the pension invest¬ 
ments in full. He urged Con¬ 
gress to raise the debt limit 
“in order to protect the full 
faith and credit of the United 


States and avoid catastrophic 
economic consequences for 
citizens.” 

Republican leaders in the 
House have said they won’t 
raise the debt limit unless the 
Obama administration first 
agrees to big spending cuts or 
to steps to lower the debt over 
the long run. 

House Speaker John Boehner 
repeated the pledge in a state¬ 
ment Monday. The statement 
did not address Geithner’s 
warning about what would 
happen if the limit were not 
raised. □

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — All along the swol¬ 
len Mississippi River, hundreds of thousands 
of lives depend on a small army of engineers, 
deputies and even prison inmates keeping 
round-the-clock watch at the many floodwalls 
and earthen levees holding the water back. 
They are looking for any droplets that seep 
through the barriers and any cracks that threat¬ 
en to turn small leaks into big problems. The 
work is hot and sometimes tedious, but without 
it, the flooding that has caused weeks of misery 
from Illinois to the Mississippi Delta could get 
much worse. “I volunteered for this,” said jail 
inmate Wayne McClinton, who was helping 
with the sandbagging effort in northern Louisi¬ 
ana’s Tensas Parish. “It’s a chance to get out in 
the air, to do something different. It’s not bor¬ 
ing like prison is.” To take pressure off levees 
near Baton Rouge and New Orleans, engineers 
have opened two major spillways. After water 
was released over the weekend at the Morgan¬ 
za spillway near Baton Rouge, deputies and 
National Guardsmen fanned out to warn resi¬ 


dents in its path, most of whom have heeded 
the call to seek higher ground. 

Bernadine Turner, who lives in a mandatory 
evacuation zone near Krotz Springs, spent a 
third day Monday moving her things out. Wa¬ 
ter was not expected to reach the town about 
40 miles (65 kilometers) west of Baton Rouge 
for several days, but most residents were tak¬ 
ing no chances. “There’s no doubt it’s going to 
come up. We don’t have flood insurance, and 
most people here don’t. Man, it would be hard 
to start all over,” she said. Snow melt and rain 
have sent a relentless torrent of water down the 
Mississippi this spring. On Monday, President 
Barack Obama flew to Memphis, Tennessee, to 
comfort families affected when the river rose 
last week to within inches (centimeters) of the 
record set in 1937. Some low-lying neighbor¬ 
hoods were inundated, but levees protected 
much of the rest. Downriver in Mississippi and 
Louisiana, the crews keeping watch on flood- 
walls and levees included those from the Army 
Corps of Engineers, various local levee dis¬ 
tricts, county sheriffs, municipal police forces 
and private security details.Q

Italian climber dies in fall on Mount McKinley 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — A 67-year-old mountain 
climber from Italy died Monday morning on Mount McKinley, 
the second fatality in five days. The National Park Service 
says mountaineers at the 17,200-foot (5,240-meter) high camp 
saw the climber fall from Denali Pass near the 18,000-foot 
(5,400-meter) level. Park Service mountaineering ranger 
Matt Hendrickson and three patrol members responded and 
confirmed that Luciano Colombo of Mandello, Italy, died of 
traumatic injuries in a 1,000-foot (300-meter) fall. Colombo 
had begun the traverse from Denali Pass to the 17,200-foot 
camp along a 45-degree slope of hard, windblown snowpack. 
He was travelling ahead of his two teammates and was not 
roped. His body was taken to the 17,200-foot high camp. On 
Thursday, a Swiss climber was found dead at 18,000 feet 
(5,400 meters). The cause has not been determined. □

Marshals have also announced that they will be holding a 
live auction of the contents of Madoff’s former mansion in 
Palm Beach, Florida, on June 40 

Judge rules against California gun advocates 

SACRAMENTO, California (AP) — A federal judge ruled 
Monday there is no constitutional right to carry a hidden 
gun in public — a decision that dealt a setback to gun-rights 
advocates who had challenged how much discretion California 
law enforcement officials have in issuing concealed weapons 
permits. U.S. District Court Judge Morrison England Jr. in 
Sacramento supported a policy by Yolo County Sheriff Ed 
Prieto that says applicants must have a reason, such as a safety 
threat, to legally carry a concealed weapon in his county 
northwest of Sacramento. Prieto was sued by opponents 
claiming sheriffs, who issue most concealed weapons permits, 
must give the documents to any applicant as long as they 
are not mentally ill, do not have a criminal background and

“You inspire me,” President 
Barack Obama said to the 155 
students, who stopped flick¬ 
ing the tassels on their green 


and gold mortar boards to 
give him a deafening cheer. 
“That’s why I’m here.” 
Obama later addressed the 
Booker T. Washington class 
of 2011 in a more formal 
fashion, delivering a com¬ 
mencement speech in which 
he emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of education in a com¬ 
petitive world. He spoke in 
personal terms of how it had 
transformed his own life. And 
he praised the students of this 
historically black high school, 
many of whom struggled with 
poverty and broken homes, 
for earning a diploma. 

“Yes, you’re from South 
Memphis,” Obama said to 
the enthusiastic audience 
at the Memphis convention 
center. “Yes, you’ve always 
been underdogs. No one has 
handed you a thing. But that 
also means that whatever you 
accomplish in your lives, you 
will have earned it.” 

Booker T. Washington earned 
the privilege of having the 
president as its speaker by 
winning the White House’s 
Race to the Top challenge, 


which is designed to reward 
improvement in graduation 
rates. In 2010, nearly 82 per¬ 
cent of the school’s students 
graduated, compared with 
51 percent in 2005 - even as 
the neighborhood around the 
school frayed economically 
and the number of its students 
living under the poverty line 
rose. 

The president’s four-hour vis¬ 
it to Memphis allowed Obama 
to highlight one of his major 
domestic initiatives, second¬ 
ary education, as well as of¬ 
fer sympathy to victims of the 
recent flooding of the Missis¬ 
sippi River. Last week Obama 
declared 15 Tennessee coun¬ 
ties federal disaster areas, 
making them eligible for aid 
money. 

Before the graduation cer¬ 
emony, the president sat down 
for 35 minutes with a round¬ 
table gathering of victims, as 
well as emergency workers 
and local officials. He listened 
as people described having 
to evacuate their homes, and 
move in with relatives, as the 
waters rose around them. □ 


Tea party bid shakes up house race

People in western New York 
used to roll their eyes when 
the name Jack Davis came up. 
Davis, a wealthy industrialist, 
spent over $5 million of his 
own money on failed efforts 
to win a seat in Congress. 
He once said he would take 
a baseball bat to anyone who 
sent a sexually suggestive 
message to his children. He 
also predicted that states with 
large numbers of Mexican im¬ 
migrants would secede and 
start a second Civil War. 

But these days, few are writ¬ 
ing off Davis. 


A special election fight over 
a House of Representatives 
seat, which has attracted big 
money and huge interest from 
both parties, now appears to 
hinge on him. Running as a 
Tea Party candidate, Davis, 
78, is siphoning support from 
the Republican candidate - so 
much so that Republicans pri¬ 
vately concede that if they do 
not stop him, they could hand 
the Democrats a seat that they 
have not held for 50 years. 
With a week remaining in 
the race, Republican heavy¬ 
weights like House Speaker 
John Boehner of Ohio and 
conservative organizations, 


including one with ties to Karl 
Rove, are questioning Da¬ 
vis’ conservative credentials 
in television advertisements, 
news conferences and else¬ 
where. 

Davis’ ascension comes as 
a race that had once seemed 
a certain Republican victory 
has become fiercely competi¬ 
tive because of a House Re¬ 
publican plan that calls for 
overhauling Medicare. 

The election, in the 26th Con¬ 
gressional District, which 
stretches from the western 
suburbs of Rochester to the 
villages and towns northeast 
of Buffalo, is to fill a seat va¬ 


cated by a Republican 
Boehner took a veiled swipe 
at Davis during a visit to 
western New York to cam¬ 
paign with the Republican 
candidate, Jane Corwin. Then, 
several national conserva¬ 
tive organizations began di¬ 
recting attacks at Davis, who 
has switched parties multiple 
times. In recent days, national 
and local Republican opera¬ 
tives have circulated a video 
that they claim shows Davis 
assaulting a young Repub¬ 
lican volunteer who tracked 
him with a camera an accu¬ 
sation the Davis camp says is 
untrue and a smear attempt.□ 
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Giffords watches as husband goes into orbit

After more than three months of preflight drama 
including the attempted assassination of a 
congresswoman and questions about whether 
her astronaut husband would be able to fulfill his 
mission, Mark Kelly rode his space shuttle into 
orbit Monday as Gabrielle Giffords watched. 

And, in what has come to be a hallmark of the 
couple who have toiled to overcome adversity, 
they did it with flying colors. 

Kelly, who commanded the nearly flawless final 
launch of the shuttle Endeavour, called on the 
nation to commit to space exploration, while 
Giffords’ aides delivered a glowing report on 
her rehabilitation that they say continues to defy 
expectations. 

At a post-launch news conference, Giffords’ 
chief of staff, Pia Carusone, said the Arizona 
congresswoman can understand “close to 
everything” said to her, sounds normal and has 
continued to improve during her recovery from a 
gunshot wound to the head. 

“She understands, if not everything, close to 
everything,” Carusone said. “There’s hardly a 
moment that we have that we feel like she’s not 
quite grasping - to the point that she understands 
sarcastic humor, which, as we all know, that’s 
generally a more complex ability to comprehend.” 
The news added an exclamation point to an 
achievement - merely showing up at the launch 
- that, on its own, would have been unthinkable 
after the congresswoman was shot at close range 
while meeting with constituents at a Tucson,

Ariz., supermarket on Jan. 8, Giffords’ staff 
members and friends said. 

Eighteen others were wounded, six fatally, 
in the shooting.

He was in 
Florida on Monday to see the launch and met 
with Giffords afterward. □ 


Revenue jump cuts California’s 
deficit in half, Brown says

SACRAMENTO, Calif. - After months of doomsday scenari¬ 
os and apocalyptic warnings about cuts to California schools, 
parks and police, the news from Gov. Jerry Brown on Monday 
was nothing short of startling: California is now expected to see 
$6.6 billion more in revenue over the next two years than had 
been expected. But Brown was careful not to make the news 
sound too good. The added revenue will eat into the budget 
deficit, which is $15 billion, but is not nearly enough to erase it. 
So the state will still need to extend some taxes that were set to 
expire, he said, in order to deal with its “wall of debt.” 
However, the new revenue projections allowed the governor, in 
his revised budget proposal, to ease the state’s tax bite and to 
restore some spending for public education, rather than present 
what many had expected: a draconian proposal for deeper and 
harsher budget cuts to close the state’s huge budget gap. 

No matter how good the news might be for the state financially, 
it certainly complicated Brown’s life as he continued to insist 
that the state needed to extend expiring taxes. Even before 
Monday’s development, when things had looked impossibly 
bleak, Brown had been struggling to win the four Republican 
votes he needed to get his tax plan to voters for their approval. 
Despite the higher projected revenues, he said he still hoped for 
a vote on his plan. “Our finances were plunged into turmoil by 
the Great Recession and a decade of short-term fixes and fiscal 
gimmicks,” Brown said. “This is not the time to delay or evade. 
This is the time to put our finances in order.” 

For the past several weeks, Republicans have been arguing that 
it is possible to pay for basic services without tax increases, and 
Monday they were already using the higher revenue projections 
to buttress their position.□

ORANJESTAD - When my 
father scheduled a visit to 
Aruba in February, I knew we 
would fish.

When I spoke to Anthony, the 
mate on the 36-foot J-String 
(593-1409), he reported that 
the fishing for Wahoo had 
been good, but he and his fa¬ 
ther were already chartered 
for the next few days. 

I considered inshore next, 
which in Aruba can mean 
bonefish and tarpon, but Lau- 
renz Mook—the island’s only 
fly-fishing guide (flyfishin- 
garuba.com)—also was fully 
booked. Laurenz recommend¬ 
ed that I try “that boat in the 
harbor,” the one with the big 
sign that reads “BOTTOM 
FISHING.”_

Quarter-mile racing suits mean and Team Aruba 



BUDDS CREEK, Md. - Though rain 
continually threatened to steal the show 
at the Mountain Motor Nationals, fans 
and racers alike enjoyed the thrill of the 
quarter-mile action, now reserved for 
this once-a-year event. Team Aruba cer¬ 
tainly thrived at Maryland International 
Raceway, hardly missing a beat the entire 
weekend. 

Pass after pass Trevor Eman and the 
Aruba.com Mustang went straight down 
Broadway, never shaking the tires or fail¬ 
ing to make a complete run.

Team Aruba kept up their impres¬ 
sive runs in eliminations. When Kevin 
Bleako couldn’t make the call in round 
one, Eman cruised into round two with 
a 6.331, the second quickest pass that 
round. This earned Eman the bye run in 
round two, but he was not to be outdone 
and posted the quickest elapsed time this 


round, a 6.315. After this, the rain set in 
and the semis and finals were postponed 
until Sunday. 

The semis were no easy task for Eman as 
he faced off against Cary Goforth, argu¬ 
ably one of the best Mountain Motor rac¬ 
ers in the world right now. Goforth was 
trying hard for the win, posting a 6.354. 
Eman fell off of his pace from Saturday to 
a 6.386. However, the starting line made 
all the difference. Eman bested Goforth 
by more than three hundredths in reac¬ 
tion, giving him a .002 margin of victory. 
John Pluchino had worked his way 
through the other side of the ladder to 
meet Eman in the finals. Unfortunately, 
Eman’s quick reaction would come back 
to bite him, as he went .010 red giving 
Pluchino the Mountain Motor Nationals 
victory. 

“All in all it was a great weekend,” told 
Eman. “We were very happy with our 
performance. We made a lot of runs and 
were one of the very few teams that made 
it down the track every time. I wish things 
would have worked out differently in the 
finals to get our first win this year, but 
I’m also happy for Pluchino. Those guys 
did a great job as well.” 

“It was a real pleasure to have Trevor, 


his family and team here at the Mountain 
Motor Nationals,” relayed Royce Miller, 
owner of MIR. “Not only did he run ex¬ 
tremely well, qualifying number two with 
an awesome 6.28 at 222 mph and made it 
to the final, but he represented his home 
of Aruba well. 

I am even looking into taking a scuba div¬ 
ing trip to Aruba in the not to distant fu¬ 
ture. If all the folks in Aruba are as great 
as the Eman’s I can’t wait to get there. I 
am also looking forward to seeing them 
again at next year’s Mountain Motor Na¬ 
tionals.” 

“It’s always fun to race at Royce’s track,” 
Trevor added. “He puts a lot of effort 
into making it a great show for everyone. 
I hate that the rain put a damper on the 
event, but hopefully we can come back 
next year and make up for it. The fans 
really love to see Mountain Motor Pro 
Stocks on the quarter-mile. Many of the 
long-time IHRA followers were coming 
up to me all weekend saying they missed 
seeing us out there on a regular basis. I 
know I sure loved going 220 mph again. 
So I’ve got to thank Royce and the crew 
at MIR for putting this event on and giv¬ 
ing us the chance to race and put on a

And that’s how we ended up 
on the Helianthus, nodding 
at anchor on a bright, breezy 
morning, within sight of the 
broad sands of Eagle Beach. 
The technique was simple: 
drop a chunk of squid to the 
bottom, lift the rod tip a few 
inches, and wait. I could 
imagine the scene down there, 
eighty feet below the surface: 
a curious swarm of colorful 
fish, nibbling and pecking 
at the bait, until one of them 
eventually committed itself 
to the hook. My father could 
imagine it too; he held the rod 
with his eighty-three-year-old 
hands, eagerly expecting that 
familiar electric feeling—a 
fish on the line. 

Carlos, the mate of the He¬ 
lianthus, circled the ship’s 
rail, where a dozen other an¬ 
glers—of both sexes, all ages, 
at least three different nation¬ 
alities, and varying degrees 
of patience—all awaited the 
same thing. But my dad got 
the first bite. He lifted the rod 
tip sharply to set the hook and 
quickly cranked in a juvenile 
black grouper, not much big¬ 
ger than a dessert plate. We 
both admired its brilliant red 
spots before tossing it back in 
the water. 

After that, the shouts came 
at regular intervals for the 
next three hours or so: sev¬ 
eral other undersized grou¬ 
pers, along with white grunts, 
blue-striped grunts, yellowtail 
snapper, squirrelfish, hound 
fish, tilefish, trunkfish, and 
triggerfish. Whenever the ac¬ 
tion slowed, the captain would 


weigh anchor and move to an¬ 
other reef or rock pile. Carlos 
stayed busy unhooking fish, 
untangling lines, and re-rig¬ 
ging the simple but effective 
terminal tackle: a single hook 
on a dropper loop, suspended 
above a lead sinker. The sleek 
and silvery hound fish was 
the biggest catch by length, 
but I was most impressed by 
the trunkfish, by far the larg¬ 
est I’ve seen in the Caribbean. 
Like many of the morning’s 
catches, it too was released 
after a brief photo session. My 
father and I kept enough fish 
for that evening’s dinner: an 
appetizer of snapper sashimi 
and a main course of steamed 
grunts, Cantonese style, with 
ginger, scallions, tofu, and 
soy sauce. 

That would be a memorable 
meal, but it was no less tasty 
than the lunch served aboard 
the Helianthus. On the day 
that we fished, the boat’s pre¬ 
vious owners—Jan and Mar¬ 
cella Steenbaklcers—were 

showing a new crew the ropes. 
Intent on hooking one more 
snapper, my dad initially re¬ 
fused his plate. After one bite 
of the tenderloin, however, I 
convinced him to reconsider. 
The beef was served medium- 
rare, fork-tender, and flanked 
by a crisp cabbage salad and 
flavorful rice pilaf. For re¬ 
freshment, Marcella mixed 
Aruba’s own Palmera rum 
with Tropicana fruit punch 
and ice. For the record, I was 
refreshed. 

The new owners, Ricardo 
and Els Maas, looked as if 
they were enjoying their ca¬ 
reer change, and why not? 
Like Jan, Ricardo is a former 
tanker captain who appears to 
have solved the problem of 
all those loyalties are divided 
between their families and the 
sea. If you are lucky enough 
to join the Helianthus 
(744-4036) on its next trip, 
please release any fish you 
don’t plan to eat—except 
lionfish, of course.

Vatican suggests bishops report abuse to police 

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The Vatican has told bishops 
around the world that it is important to cooperate with police 
in reporting priests who rape and molest children and asked 
them to develop guidelines for preventing sex abuse by next 
May. But Monday’s letter from the Congregation for the Doc¬ 
trine of the Faith made no provision to ensure the bishops ac¬ 
tually follow the guidelines, and victims groups immediately 
denounced the recommendations as “dangerously flawed” 
because they stress the exclusive authority of bishops to de¬ 
termine the credibility of abuse allegations. 

The letter marks the latest effort by the Vatican to show that 
it is serious about rooting out pedophiles from the priesthood, 
a year after the sex abuse scandal exploded on a global scale 
with thousands of new victims coming forward in Europe and 
beyond. □ 

Billionaire to lead a Russian political party 

MOSCOW_ Mikhail D. Prokhorov, the Russian billionaire 
and principal owner of the New Jersey Nets basketball team, 
announced Monday that he would lead a liberal Russian polit¬ 
ical party with close ties to the Kremlin. The decision, seven 
months before parliamentary elections, seems to be part of 
a Kremlin effort to provide an alternative for Russians dis¬ 
affected with the country’s dominant political party, United 
Russia, while still ensuring continued support for the ruling 
authorities. 

The party that Prokhorov will lead, Right Cause, generally 
espouses pro-Western liberal views in tune with those of the 
business and intellectual elite in Moscow and St. Petersburg. 
It was set up by the Kremlin in 2008, and some critics refer 
to it as nothing more than a fake opposition intended to help 
give Russia the semblance of a true multiparty democracy. □ 

U.Ss teen killer gets 19 years hard labor 

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad (AP) — A judge on Monday 
sentenced a man to 19 years at hard labor for stabbing to death 
an American teenager on the southern Caribbean island of 
Tobago. Sean Antoine, 28, was convicted in April of killing 
14-year-old Kitty Pepe of Keene, New York. They had dated 
previously but had broken up before he repeatedly stabbed 
her on July 1, 2005, at the home where she had been staying 
with her mother in the seaside town of Charlotteville. Antoine 
faced a possible death sentence if convicted of murder, but 
jurors convicted him of manslaughter after he testified the girl 
had taunted him, a defense that outraged the girl’s family. The 
lesser charge meant he could be sentenced to as little as the 
time he had already served since his arrest. □

He also made clear that if the

“A government, half of whose 
members declare daily their 
intention to destroy the State 
of Israel, is not a partner for 
peace,” he said at the opening 
session of Parliament. 
Netanyahu spoke a day after a 
wave of Palestinian protesters 
marched toward Israel’s bor¬ 
ders from four directions and 
Israeli troops responded with 
gunfire, killing more than a 
dozen people. 

The occasion was Nakba Day, 
when Palestinians mark Is¬ 
rael’s creation and mourn the 
expulsion and flight of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Pales¬ 
tinians in 1948. 

Commentary in both Israel 
and the Palestinian areas sug¬ 
gested that what took place 
Sunday might serve as a dress 
rehearsal for more such ac¬ 
tions in the coming year. 
Netanyahu said in Parliament 
that those who sought to en¬ 
ter Israel on Sunday were not 
clamoring for a Palestinian 
state but for the destruction of 
Israel. □

BRUSSELS (AP) — Top euro¬

The United Arab Emirates 
confirmed Sunday that it had 
hired a company run by Erik 
Prince, the billionaire founder 
of Blackwater Worldwide, to 
provide “operational, planning 
and training support” to its mil¬ 
itary.

The New York Times 
reported on Sunday that the 
company last year signed a 
$529 million contract with the 
Emirati government to recruit 
and train a foreign battalion for 
counterterrorism and internal

Mubarak’s wife turned over 
her property and funds to 
the state, a move designed to 
settle corruption allegations 
against her, officials and law¬ 
yers said Monday. 

Mubarak and his wife, Su¬ 
zanne, have been questioned 
about their financial deal¬ 
ings. Some estimates put 
Mubarak’s holdings in the 
tens of billions of dollars. 

The prosecution of former re¬ 
gime officials, including the 
Mubaraks, has been one of the 
main demands by the activ¬ 
ists who led the uprising that 
forced Mubarak to step down 
on Feb. 11. 

By relinquishing her claims, 
Mrs. Mubarak is benefiting 
from articles in the law which 
allow those accused of mak¬ 
ing illegal gains of giving 
them up in exchange for drop¬ 
ping the investigation, said 
lawyer Nasser Amin.

This 
time House Republicans say 
they will refuse to raise the 
debt ceiling - a step that could 
inflict major economic damage 

- unless Obama agrees to large 
spending cuts, even as they rule 
out any tax increase whatso¬ 
ever. And the question becomes 
what, if anything, will get the 
president to say no. 

The debt ceiling itself is a 
strange feature of U.S. law: 
Since Congress must vote to 
authorize spending and choose 
tax rates, why have a second 
vote on whether to allow the 
borrowing that these spending 
and taxation policies imply? In 
practice, however, legislators 
have historically been willing 
to raise the debt ceiling as nec¬ 
essary, so this quirk in our sys¬ 
tem hasn’t mattered very much 

- until now. 

What has changed? The an¬ 
swer is the radicalization of 
the Republican Party. Normal¬ 
ly, a party controlling neither 
the White House nor the Sen¬ 
ate would acknowledge that it 
isn’t in a position to impose its 
agenda on the nation. But the 
modem GOP doesn’t believe in 
following normal mles. 

So what will happen if the ceil¬ 
ing isn’t raised? It has become 
fashionable on the right to as¬ 
sert that it would be no big 
deal. On Saturday the editorial 
page of The Wall Street Journal 
ridiculed those worried about 
the consequences of hitting the 
ceiling as the “Armageddon 
lobby.” 

It’s hard to know whether the 


lieve what they’re saying, or 
whether they’re just staking out 
a bargaining position. But in 
any case, they’re almost surely 
wrong: Seriously bad conse¬ 
quences will follow if the debt 
ceiling isn’t raised. 

For if we hit the debt ceiling, 
the government will be forced 
to stop paying roughly a third 
of its bills, because that’s the 
share of spending currently fi¬ 
nanced by borrowing. So will 
it stop sending out Social Secu¬ 
rity checks? Will it stop paying 
doctors and hospitals that treat 
Medicare patients? Will it stop 
paying the contractors supply¬ 
ing fuel and munitions to our 
military? Or will it stop paying 
interest on the debt? 

Don’t say “none of the above.” 
As I’ve written before, the fed¬ 
eral government is basically 
an insurance company with an 
army, so I’ve just described 
all the major components of 
federal spending. At least one, 
and probably several, of these 
components will face payment 
stoppages if federal borrowing 
is cut off. 

And what would such payment 
stops do to the economy? Noth¬ 
ing good. Consumer spending 
would probably crash, as ner¬ 
vous seniors started wondering 
how to pay for rent and food. 
Businesses that depend on gov¬ 
ernment purchases would slash 
payrolls and cancel invest¬ 
ments. 

Furthermore, markets might 
well panic, especially if inter¬ 
est payments are missed. And 
the consequences of undermin¬ 
ing faith in U.S. debt might 
be especially severe because 
that debt plays a crucial role in 
many financial transactions. 

So hitting the debt ceiling 
would be a very bad thing. Un¬ 
fortunately, it may be unavoid¬ 
able. 

Why? Because this is a hostage 
situation. If the president and 
his allies operate on the prin¬ 
ciple that failure to raise the 
debt ceiling is an unthinkable 
outcome, to be avoided at all 
cost, then they have ceded all 
power to those willing to bring 
that outcome about. In effect, 
they will have ripped up the 
Constitution and given control 
over America’s government to 
a party that only controls one 
house of Congress, but claims 
to be willing to bring down the 
economy unless it gets what it 
wants.Q 



A requiem for Huckabee

Most candidates for the highest 
office in the land spend months, 
if not years, currying favor with 
the rich and powerful: glad¬ 
handing at fundraising din¬ 
ners, schmoozing in mansions, 
pressing the flesh in Aspen and 
Manhattan and Nob Hill. 

Not so Mike Huckabee. He ran 
for president in 2008 with no 
money, no campaign infrastruc¬ 
ture, no professional handlers 
or ad gurus or wardrobe consul¬ 
tants. (When I interviewed him 
in New Hampshire, he had just 
ironed his own suit.) His entire 
campaign - which won him 
more delegates than Mitt Rom¬ 
ney’s lavishly financed opera¬ 
tion - consisted of showing up 
for any television program that 
would have him, and turning on 
the charm. 

It’s no surprise, then, that 
Huckabee prefers his new life 
as a Fox News host to the dubi¬ 
ous pleasures of another presi¬ 
dential run. But he’ll be missed 
in the 2012 race, and not just 
because his absence promises 
to dramatically reduce the en¬ 
tertainment value of the Repub¬ 
lican debates. 

He’ll be missed because he em¬ 
bodied a political persuasion 


that’s common in American life 
but rare in America’s political 
class. This worldview mixes 
cultural conservatism with eco¬ 
nomic populism: it’s tax-sen¬ 
sitive without being stridently 
anti-government, skeptical of 
Wall Street as well as Wash¬ 
ington, and as concerned about 
immigration, family breakdown 
and public morals as it is about 
the debt ceiling. 

This combination of views 
represents one of the plausible 
middle grounds in American 
politics. You can find it in the 
Republican Party, among the 
evangelicals and Catholics 
whose votes made the presi¬ 
dencies of Ronald Reagan and 
George W. Bush possible. You 
can find it among independent 
voters, particularly in what a 
recent Pew report calls the “dis¬ 
affected” demographic, whose 
hostility to big government co¬ 
exists with anxieties about cor¬ 
porate power and support for 
redistribution of wealth. And 
you find it in the Democratic 
Party as well - from the dwin¬ 
dling ranks of pro-life Catho¬ 
lic liberals to the “Bill Cosby 
conservatives” in the African- 
American middle class. 

But few of these people are 
members of the American elite. 
Call someone a “centrist” or 
a “moderate” in the salons 
of Washington or New York, 
and everyone will assume that 
you’re talking about a defi¬ 
cit hawk who supports open 
borders, or a Republican CEO 
who writes checks to Planned 
Parenthood. Among our leader¬ 
ship class, centrism invariably 
means some combination of 


big-business conservatism and 
social progressivism - the poli¬ 
tics of pro-choice Republicans, 
hedge fund Democrats and Mi¬ 
chael Bloomberg independents. 
This is why Huckabee’s 2008 
campaign seemed to come out 
of nowhere. The press was baf¬ 
fled, and often delighted: Here 
was a right-wing politician 
who talked easily about health 
care and admitted that the 
Bush economy had been lousy 
for working families. (There 
would have been less delight, 
of course, if he had actually 
won the Republican nomina¬ 
tion: Then all the talk would 
have turned to his supposedly 
“scary” views on issues like 
abortion.) 

Republican elites, meanwhile, 
were appalled. They called him 
a class warrior and a pro-life 
liberal, and regularly insinu¬ 
ated that he had jumped above 
his station. (Lisa Schiffren, a 
former speechwriter for Dan 
Quayle, memorably suggested 
that Huckabee go back to “that 
bait shop on the lake. ... You’ll 
be surrounded by nice neigh¬ 
bors, real Christians, and you 
can be the smartest guy in the 
room.”) 

Never mind that Huckabee’s 
record as governor of Arkansas 
was at least as conservative as 
Mitt Romney’s in Massachu¬ 
setts. Somehow, the Romney of 
2008 just seemed like a more 
plausible Republican nominee. 
Like many American political 
entrepreneurs, from George 
W. Bush to John Edwards to 
Rush Limbaugh, he was a well- 
connected rich guy posing as a 
populist. □

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Appeals court 
backs NFL, 
lockout 
remains

MINNEAPOLIS - The NFL’s 
lockout stays, a federal ap¬ 
peals court ruled Monday. 
That means the league likely 
won’t get back to business un¬ 
til next month and maybe for 
much longer. 

The 8th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals said the lockout can 
remain intact until a full ap¬ 
peal is heard on whether it is 
legal. 

That hearing is scheduled 
June 3 in St. Louis, and it is 
before the same panel that is¬ 
sued this 2-1 decision. 

The appellate court said it be¬ 
lieved the NFL has proven it 
“likely will suffer some de¬ 
gree of irreparable harm with¬ 
out a stay.” 

It also cast doubt on the con¬ 
clusions of U.S. District Judge 
Susan Richard Nelson, who 
ruled April 25 that the lock¬ 
out should be lifted — only to 
have the 8th Circuit panel put 
her decision on hold four days 
later. 

“The league has made a 
strong showing that it is likely 
to succeed on the merits,” the 
majority wrote. 

The decision came on the 
same day NFL owners and 
players resumed court- 
ordered mediation behind 
closed doors for eight hours. 
It was the fifth day of talks in 
front of U.S. Magistrate Judge 
Arthur Boylan, but the first 
since April 20.

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Novak Djokovic’s 37-0 
start changes French 
Open dynamic

It’s tough to decide what’s 
most impressive about No¬ 
vak Djokovic’s 37-0 record in 
2011, the best start in men’s 
tennis in more than a quarter- 
century. Djokovic has won 
all seven tournaments he’s 
entered, including the Austra¬ 
lian Open; he had never col¬ 
lected more than five titles in 
a full season. He’s a combined 
7-0 against Rafael Nadal and 
Roger Federer, two men who 
dominated him and the sport 
the past several years. He’s 
13-0 against all top-10 play¬ 
ers. He leads the ATP in return 
games won and is second in 
service games won. 

The No. 1-ranked Nadal 
summed it up simply, saying: 
“He is doing amazing things.” 
Nadal should know. 

He is 0-4 against the second- 
ranked Djokovic this season, 
including straight-set losses 
in the finals on clay at Madrid 


and Rome this month. Those 
matches — and Djokovic’s 
body of work all year — com¬ 
pletely change the dynamic 
heading to the French Open, 
the clay-court Grand Slam 
tournament that begins next 
weekend. 

“Nadal doesn’t seem to know 
what to do against him, and 
quite honestly, if Nadal is baf¬ 
fled by playing him, then that 
just shows you how great he’s 
playing on clay,” seven-time 
major champion John McEn¬ 
roe said in a telephone inter¬ 
view Monday. “You’re look¬ 
ing at a guy who’s the best 
player in the world right now.” 
McEnroe owns the Open era 
mark for best start to a season, 
42-0 in 1984, which Djokovic 
would surpass by reaching the 
final in Paris. McEnroe will 
be there as an NBC analyst, 
including for the June 5 men’s 
final. 

“It’s probably the one record 
— or one of the few, if any —

I have left. That would be the 
bad part. But at the same time, 
the good part is it’s given quite 
a real shot in the arm to tennis, 
which I’m quite happy about,” 
McEnroe said. “There’s some 
excitement going into the 
French. There’s something re¬ 
ally to talk about.” 

Nadal has won five of the past 
six titles at Roland Garros; 
Djokovic has never made it 


past the semifinals there. But 
Djokovic, who turns 24 the 
day the French Open starts, 
has the momentum and mental 
edge at the moment, including 
this tidbit: He is the first play¬ 
er to beat Nadal twice on clay 
in one season. 

“Let us be clear: He is the 
‘King of Clay,’ and he is the 
best player ever to play on 
this surface,” Djokovic said 


after beating Nadal 6-4, 6-4 in 
Sunday’s Italian Open final. 
“I have won against him twice 
in the last eight days, which I 
think is incredible, an incred¬ 
ible achievement for me, and 
has given me a lot of confi¬ 
dence for the French Open.”

Olympic marathon champion 
Sammy Waniiru dies in fall

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 

Kenyan Olympic marathon 
champion Sammy Wanjiru 
died in his prime after a fall 
from a second-floor balcony 
during a domestic dispute in¬ 
volving his wife and another 
woman, officials said Mon¬ 
day. 

One police official said the 
24-year-old Wanjiru commit¬ 
ted suicide, while another said

he jumped to stop his wife 
from leaving the house after 
she discovered him with an¬ 
other woman. His agent, Fed¬ 
erico Rosa, excluded suicide. 
At the 2008 Beijing Olym¬ 
pics, Wanjiru became the first 
Kenyan to win a gold medal 
in the marathon. At 21, he had 
the promise to dominate the 
distance for another decade. 
“It is a huge tragedy,” Jos 
Hermens, a long distance ex¬ 
pert and manager of Ethiopian 


great Haile Gebrselassie, told 
The Associated Press. “He 
could have won two, three 
more Olympic Games. He 
was an incredible talent.” 
Wanjiru — who won five of 
his seven marathons and was 
the youngest runner to win 
four “major” marathons — 
died late Sunday at his home 
in the town of Nyahururu, in 
the Rift Valley, the cradle of 
Kenyan long-distance run¬ 
ning. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
Wanjiru committed suicide,” 
national police spokesman 
Eric Kiraithe said. 

Police Commissioner Mathew 
Iteere also said initial reports 
indicated Wanjiru killed him¬ 
self, but a local official of¬ 
fered a different account. 
“Wanjiru came home with an¬ 
other woman friend at around 
11:30 p.m. and then when his 
wife came home and found 
them she inquired who the 


lady was,” area police chief 
Jasper Ombati said. “They 
got into an argument. His wife 
locked them in the bedroom 
and ran off. 

“He then jumped from the 
bedroom balcony. He is not 
here to tell us what he think¬ 
ing when he jumped. We do 
not suspect foul play. In our 
estimation we think he wanted 
to stop his wife from leaving 
the compound.” 

Ombati said the balcony is be¬ 
tween 4 and 6 meters (13 and 
19 feet) high. 

He said the runner landed on a 
hard surface. 

“His head was intact but they 
may have been internal inju¬ 
ries which only a post-mortem 
can reveal,” Ombati said. 

Rosa confirmed there had 
been a domestic dispute over 
another woman, but said Wan¬ 
jiru would not have killed 
himself. 

“I talked to him yesterday and 


the day before,” he said, not¬ 
ing his training was proceed¬ 
ing smoothly. “It was going 
well and smoothly and he had 
no problem at all. 

“This I can guarantee, it was 
not a suicide at all,” Rosa said. 
In addition to the Olympics, 
Wanjiru won the London Mar¬ 
athon in 2009 and in Chicago 
in 2009 and 2010, in the pro¬ 
cess running the fastest ever 
time recorded in a marathon 
in the United States. 
Gebrselassie, a two-time 
Olympic 10,000-meter cham¬ 
pion and world-record holder 
in the marathon, said on his 
Twitter feed that he was “to¬ 
tally shocked” by the news. 
“My thoughts are with his 
family and all his friends and 
colleagues,” Gebrselassie 
said. 

“Of course one wonders if we 
as an athletics family could 
have avoided this tragedy,” he 
said.Q

Florida. (AP) — Tiger Woods 
says he did no more damage 
to his left leg at The Players 
Championship and expects 
to play the U.S. Open next 
month. 

Woods made it only nine holes 
last week at The Players — his 
shortest tournament ever — 
when he withdrew after nine 
holes because of what he de¬ 
scribed as a chain reaction of 
pain from his left knee to left 
Achilles tendon and tighten¬ 
ing in his calf He shot 42 on 
the front nine. 

On his website Monday, 
Woods said he irritated the 
knee and Achilles without 
making them worse. He said 
doctors have advised rest, cold 
water therapy and soft tissue 
treatment, which he said he al¬ 


ready had been receiving. 
“Aggravating my injury is 
very disappointing,” Woods 
said. “I’ll do whatever is 
necessary to play in the U.S. 
Open, and I’m hopeful I can 
be there to compete.” 

The U.S. Open is June 16-19 
at Congressional, a course on 
which Woods won in 2009 at 
the AT&T National. 

He did not say how long it 
would take to recover. 

His website said he was 
doubtful to play at the Me¬ 
morial Tournament, which 
begins June 2, while he tries 
to strengthen his leg. It said 
playing before the U.S. Open 
would be a “week-to-week” 
decision, although Woods has 
never played the week before 
the U.S. Open and has never 
played the St. Jude Classic in 
Memphis, Tenn. 

Woods reported a mild sprain 


of the medial collateral liga¬ 
ment and a mild strain of his 
Achilles from hitting a shot 
off the pine straw under the 
Eisenhower Tree on the 17th 
hole of the Masters in the third 
round. He played the final 
round and shot 67. 

He said he did not practice 
until Monday of The Players, 
and did not play any golf un¬ 
til his practice rounds. Woods 
looked fine the 9-hole practice 
rounds he played last week, 
and swing coach Sean Foley 
said he was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised to see Woods look as 
though he had not lost much 
from when he had last played 
in the Masters. 

Woods said he hurt 
himself on the open¬ 
ing tee shot at Sawgrass. 
“The knee acted up, and then 
the Achilles followed after 
that, and then the calf started 


Former CEOs take in another $280,000 in 2010

DENVER - The U.S. Olympic Committee 
paid another $163,000 to Stephanie Streeter in 
2010 even though she had effectively stepped 
down as the organization’s CEO in October of 
the previous year. 

The federation filed tax reports Monday, stat¬ 
ing that Streeter and the person she replaced, 
Jim Scherr, received a combined total of 
more than $279,000 during a year in which 
Scott Blackmun took over as CEO. Scherr’s 
$116,252 was part of a severance package he 
agreed to in March 2009 when he was surpris¬ 
ingly replaced. 

Blackmun’s total compensation, which in¬ 
cludes benefits, was $638,407. Despite the 


money that went to CEOs not working for 
the USOC, the federation paid 49 percent less 
to that position than in 2009. Streeter’s total 
compensation in 2009 was $1,006 million and 
Scherr received $801,000 in salary and sever¬ 
ance. 

Streeter’s unexpected rise into the CEO’s po¬ 
sition caused a major rift within USOC cir¬ 
cles, as did her $1 million-plus salary, which 
was made public when the tax statement came 
out last year. 

In October 2009, she stepped down from her 
interim position and said she wouldn’t seek 
the job on a full-time basis. Though Blackmun 
didn’t officially take over until January 2010, 
Streeter was rarely seen after she announced 
she was stepping down. □

Rules, equipment change fighting’s impact on NHL

Detroit Red Wing opponents 
knew better than to mess with 
Steve Yzerman. Take a cheap 
shot at him — or any of the 
other Wings, for that matter 
— and you’d have to answer 
to Bob Probert and, in later 
years, Darren McCarty. 

It was an on-ice code of jus¬ 
tice, and it’s proven so effec¬ 
tive over the years that play¬ 
ers like Probert, McCarty and 
Derek Boogaard built careers 
dishing out punishing hits. 
But Boogaard’s sudden death 
Friday five months after a 
season-ending concussion, 
and his family’s decision to 
donate his brain to the Boston 
University project that found 
Probert had signs of brain 
trauma resulting from blows 
to the head, is bringing added 
scrutiny to fighting’s place in 
the NHL. 

“I think the league does a 
good job. They’re trying to 
limit head shots,” Tampa 
Bay Lightning center Nate 
Thompson said Monday. “I 
don’t think they can (ban 


fighting entirely). That’s part 
of the game. It’s a physical 
sport and it always has been. 
If they take that out of the 
game that takes a part of the 


history out of the game.” 

Like football, hockey is a 
game of controlled violence. 
Players are skating full-speed 
around an enclosed rink, and 


collisions — some intention¬ 
al, some not — are bound to 
happen. Referees are there 
to make sure transgressions 
are punished. But when they 
don’t, or don’t see them occur, 
that’s when players take mat¬ 
ters into their own hands. 
Boston’s Big Bad Bruins 
brought the rough-and-tumble 
style to the ice, and the Phila¬ 
delphia Flyers’ Broad Street 
Bullies are considered the 
role models for modern-day 
enforcers. What people forget 
is that the Flyers only started 
beating people up because 
owner Ed Snider got tired of 
other teams picking on his. 
“That fighting stuff way over¬ 
shadowed the talent we had on 
the team,” Bob “the Hound” 
Kelly said. “We don’t have tal¬ 
ent, we don’t win anything.” 
But the Flyers did win, hoist¬ 
ing the Stanley Cup in 1974 
and ‘75. 

By the 1980s, every team had 
an enforcer or two whose pri¬ 
mary role was to protect his 
teammates by whatever means 
necessary, whenever neces¬ 
sary. 


“These guys are so big and 
strong,” said Dave “the Ham¬ 
mer” Schultz, who often 
wrapped his hands in tape for 
protection and set an NHL 
record in the 1974-75 season 
with 472 penalty minutes. 
“We weren’t big and strong. 
I could punch a guy, hit him 
right in the nose, and he’s not 
going to get a concussion. But 
I didn’t train to punch.” 
Advances in equipment and 
rules changes elevated the 
level of fighting. Schultz said 
he never would have slammed 
into opponents shoulder- or 
headfirst because it would 
have hurt him. But players 
now wear helmets with face 
shields, and football-like pad¬ 
ding. 

Players can now pass all the 
way up to their opponents’ 
blue lines, increasing the 
speed of the game. And like 
every other sport, the players 
have been super-sized. 

“The game has gotten very 
fast, much faster than it’s ever 
been,” said Stan Fischler, 
the MSG hockey analyst and 
leading NHL historian.□ 


Mets’ Wright has stress 
fracture in back, will sit

NEW YORK - Mets third 
baseman David Wright has 
a stress fracture in his lower 
back that is expected to keep 
him out a couple weeks, 
though the team is awaiting a 
second opinion before decid¬ 
ing whether to put him on the 
disabled list. 

Mets general manager Sandy 
Alderson said Monday that 
Wright had an MRI exam at 
the Hospital for Special Sur¬ 
gery in New York to check on 
his back, which has been both¬ 
ering him since he made a div¬ 
ing tag on Houston’s Carlos 
Lee during a game April 19 at 
Citi Field. 

The tentative results showed 
a stress fracture that typically 
needs rest to heal. Alderson 
called it a “non-surgical” 
course of treatment that could 
take at least 10 days. 


“There is the possibility of 
a disablement, but we won’t 
know that until we get a sec¬ 
ond opinion,” Alderson said. 
“In the meantime, he contin¬ 
ues to be on the roster and 
available.” 

Wright was not in the lineup 
posted before Monday night’s 
game against Florida. 

The star slugger said he was 
shocked to learn of the diag¬ 
nosis. He had been reluctant 
to have an MRI for several 
weeks despite experiencing 
what he described as a stiff 
back, instead getting treat¬ 
ment from the training staff 
and playing through the pain. 
Wright finally agreed to have 
the scans at the team’s behest, 
and said he was shaken Mon¬ 
day when he learned about 
the stress fracture and began 
speaking with spine special¬ 
ists. 

“I thought going in it would 


just be a routine thing,” he 
said. “I was preparing for Josh 
Johnson and the Marlins and 
coming out of that, my head 
was spinning. 

“I don’t think I was scared. I 
think disappointed,” Wright 
said. “You want to be with 
your teammates and I feel like 
not being able to do that is 
disappointing. It’s frustrating, 
you know? But I’ve played 
through this so I know that 
I’m not scared by any means. 
Hopefully get this thing 
knocked out in two weeks and 
be right back at it.” 

Mets manager Terry Collins 
said he isn’t sure whether the 
injury, and any impact it may 
have had on Wright’s swing, is 
the reason that he’s gotten off 
to a slow start this season. 
Wright is hitting just .226 with 
six homers and 18 RBIs. 

“It’s almost second-guessing 
to say, geez, this is why his 


swing has gotten a little long,” 
Collins said. “I think the nag¬ 
ging injury of it all caused him 
to change some mechanical 
things, yes, but we had no rea¬ 


son to think he couldn’t play 
with it.” 

Wright certainly wasn’t about 
to blame the injury on his re¬ 
cent struggles.□

DALLAS - Kobe Bryant 
and Tim Duncan have been 
through so many playoff se¬ 
ries, they would be good 
sources to discuss the pre¬ 
vailing themes in the West¬ 
ern Conference finals, like 
how valuable experience is at 
this stage and whether there’s 
such thing as too much rest 
between rounds. 

Only, Bryant and Duncan 
aren’t around. For just the 
second time since 1998, nei¬ 
ther the Lakers nor the Spurs 
will represent the West in the 
NBA finals. 

Instead, it’ll either be Dirk 
Nowitzki, Jason Kidd and the 
aging-but-rested Dallas Mav¬ 
ericks, or Kevin Durant, Rus¬ 
sell Westbrook and the rap¬ 
idly maturing Oklahoma City 
Thunder. 

The Mavericks are a collec¬ 
tion of 30-somethings bond¬ 
ed by a collective pursuit of 
their first championship. They 
have plenty of guys who’ve 
come close to a title, includ¬ 
ing a few holdovers from the 
2006 team that interrupted the 
collection of conference titles 
piled up by the Spurs and 
Lakers. 

With strong defense and so 
many scoring options they 
never know who’ll share top 
billing with Nowitzki, Dallas 
swept the two-time defending 
champion Lakers in the sec¬ 
ond round. The reward was a 
nine-day wait for Game 1 on 
Tuesday night. 

Or maybe that was a punish¬ 
ment. 

“That’s a looong layoff,” 
Mavs center Tyson Chandler 
said Monday. “Yesterday, the 
scrimmage got a little chippy, 
so it was obvious we were 
ready to play somebody else.” 
Dallas had to keep waiting 


because the Thunder had its 
hands full with the Memphis 
Grizzlies. 

Oklahoma City went the full 
seven games and then some, 
playing three overtimes in one 
game and one extra period in 
another. While most clubs 
would’ve wanted some down 
time, the Thunder might be 
the exception. With their age 
and exuberance, a lone day 
off between series may have 
felt like an eternity. 

“We have a young, energetic, 
athletic team that loves to 
play and wants to play every 
night,” coach Scott Brooks 
said. “We’re excited about 
being in the position that we 
are in. We’re not ‘just happy 
to be here’ and just ‘whatever 
happens happens.’” 

Without the Lakers, and with 
the Eastern Conference finals 
featuring the newly crowned 
MVP and newly crowned 
Coach of the Year against the 
glitzy guys from South Beach, 
this series could be consid¬ 
ered the undercard. Having 
clubs located 200 miles apart 
in the south, central part of 
the country certainly doesn’t 
bode well for television rat¬ 
ings. 

Maybe Mavs owner Mark 
Cuban will break his recent 
self-imposed silence and 
take shots at Oklahoma. He’s 
lived in Texas long enough 
to know the enmity between 
Longhorns and Sooners. It’s 
worth noting he was one of 
two owners to vote against 
the SuperSonics moving from 
Seattle to Oklahoma City. 
Then again, the battle of head¬ 
liners Dirk and Durant could 
be enough to drive this series. 
If not, there are plenty of oth¬ 
er good story lines. 

• Age, experience vs. youth, 
inexperience 

The contrast in age will be 


talked about a lot and for good 
reason. 

The top four scorers on the 
Thunder are 23 or younger. 
The Mavs only have two guys 
who are 23 or younger and 
neither has played this post¬ 
season. 

Dallas relies on seven players 
in their 30s. Oklahoma City 
has only two guys in their 30s 
and both are backups. 
Although no Mavericks have 
won a title, nearly all of them 
have deep reservoirs of big- 
game experience. The Thun¬ 
der have few guys who’ve 
ever been this close to a title, 
but they have two guys with 


rings: center Kendrick Per¬ 
kins (2008, Boston) and his 
backup, Nazr Mohammed 
(‘05, Spurs). 

“We’ve got to put them in po¬ 
sition they haven’t been in to 
be able to use that wisdom,” 
Kidd said. “If you don’t, 
they’re just as talented as any 
team left in the playoffs.” 

• Rest vs. rust? 

Before they were put on hia¬ 
tus, the Mavs had won a fran¬ 
chise-record six straight post¬ 
season games. It remains to be 
seen whether they can pick up 
where they left off. 

In the shot-clock era, teams 
that have gone at least nine 


days between series are 9-9 in 
Game Is, and 11-7 in the next 
round, according to research 
by STATS LLC. 

Among the teams to win 
Game 1 and the series was the 
2004 Pacers, coached by Rick 
Carlisle, who is now Dallas’ 
coach. 

“I like what we’ve done and I 
know guys are ready to play,” 
he said.

Former head of NCAA football officials dies 


INDIANAPOLIS - David Parry, who was the 
head of football officiating in the Big Ten for 
19 years and the NCAA’s first national coordi¬ 
nator of officials, died Monday from complica¬ 
tions of Parkinson’s disease. He was 76. 

The NCAA announced Parry’s death. 

Parry was an on-field college football offi¬ 
cial for 20 years and worked in the NFL from 
1975-1990. He was assigned to 14 NFL play¬ 
off games, including four conference champi¬ 
onship games, and was the side judge for the 
1983 Super Bowl. 

He became coordinator of football officials 
for the Big Ten in 1990 and helped the league 
become the first in college football to use in¬ 
stant replay. “Dave was a leader in the game 
of football and had the unique ability and tem¬ 
perament to move seamlessly between officials 
and coaches both at the professional and colle¬ 
giate levels, earning the respect of all,” Big Ten 


Commissioner Jim Delany said in a statement. 
“Dave was an educator at his core, and we will 
miss him terribly.” 

He left the Big Ten to become the first national 
coordinator of officials in 2008. He resigned 
that position in February. 

“Dave’s many contributions to college football 
and specifically officiating were significant,” 
Dennis Poppe, NCAA vice president of Divi¬ 
sion I football and baseball, said. “The sport of 
college football has lost a great man.” 

Earlier in his career, Parry also officiated col¬ 
lege basketball games in the Big Ten and Mid¬ 
American Conferences. 

He graduated from Wabash College in Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., in 1957 and is a member of the 
school’s athletics hall of fame. 

He lived in Michigan City, Ind., with his wife, 
Pat.Q

Neither side would elaborate 
on the discussions but they 
planned to return Tuesday 
morning.

The 8th Circuit has been seen 
as a more conservative, busi¬ 
ness-friendly venue for the 
NFL than the federal courts 
in Minnesota. Colloton and 
Benton were both appointed 
by President George W. Bush, 
a Republican; Bye was ap¬ 
pointed by President Clinton, 
a Democrat. 

Bye dismissed the conclu¬ 
sions of his fellow judges, just 
as he did on April 29. And he 
didn’t buy the NFL’s argu¬ 
ment that it would be unable 
to “unscramble the egg” — a 
reference to the chaos of han¬ 
dling player transactions with 
no CBA in place. “The pre¬ 
liminary injunction does not 
dictate the NFL’s free agency 
rules, or any other conduct in 
general, outside of the lock¬ 
out,” he said. The majority, 
however, said that both sides 
will suffer “some degree of ir¬ 
reparable harm no matter how 
this court resolves the motion 
for a stay pending appeal,” and 
then criticized Nelson sharply. 
“We do not agree, however, 
with the district court’s ap¬ 
parent view that the balance 
of the equities tilts heavily in 
favor of the players,” the ma¬ 
jority wrote. □ 























Google turns on charm 
to win over Europeans

PARIS - Chiseled into the 
stone facade of the vacant 
Second Empire building at 
8, me de Londres here is the 
name of the French national 
railroad, a former occupant. 
Most recently, the site housed 
another conservative pillar of 
the French corporate estab¬ 
lishment, the insurer AXA. 
The proud new owner is a 
company with a very differ¬ 
ent image in France, more 
bomb-thrower than bourgeois: 
Google. 

Google, the Internet giant, ac¬ 
quired the building, around the 
corner from the Saint-Lazare 
train station, for an estimated 
150 million euros, or $210 
million, and Google employ¬ 
ees are expected to move from 
their current nondescript Paris 
office by the end of the year. 
The investment is part of a 
campaign by Google to win 
hearts and minds across Eu¬ 
rope as it confronts legal, 
regulatory and political chal¬ 
lenges on issues including 
privacy, copyright disputes, 
antitmst actions and taxation. 
The company is spending 
hundreds of millions of euros 
to try to demonstrate that it is 
a responsible corporate citi¬ 
zen and a valuable contributor 
to the local economy, not the 
willful opportunist it is often 
portrayed as in France. 

Google executives said that 
their strategy had been formu¬ 
lated late in 2009, when they 
realized that their problems 
in Europe were more serious 
than in any other part of the 
world, with the exception of 
China, and could no longer 


be bmshed aside with recita¬ 
tions of the company’s slogan: 
“Don’t be evil.” 

“We were hearing from peo¬ 
ple in government, the media, 
in our industry: ‘You need to 
be more of a part of the cul¬ 
ture writ large,”’ said David 
C. Drummond, the chief legal 
officer at Google. ‘'We took 
these criticisms to heart, and 
we’ve been working to defuse 
these issues. 

“We’re really trying to work 
with folks in Europe to estab¬ 
lish ourselves as more of a lo¬ 
cal player that is investing in 
jobs, in facilities, our physical 
presence, and all the ancillary 
things that come with that,” he 
added. 

Drummond said he had adopt¬ 
ed the role of Google’s “chief 
diplomat” in Europe, meet¬ 
ing regularly with politicians, 
business leaders and regula¬ 
tors. Other top executives, in¬ 
cluding Eric E. Schmidt, the 
former chief executive and 
current executive chairman, 
and Larry Page, the co-found¬ 
er and current chief executive, 
have jetted to Europe to make 
speeches and to dispense 
chunks of the company’s $36 
billion in cash reserves. 

Many of the investments seem 
to be tailored to align with 
issues of particular concern 
to local policy makers and 
populations. In Ireland, for 
example, where the bursting 
of a huge real estate bubble 
has left the economy in tatters, 
Google recently acquired, for 
100 million euros, the tall¬ 
est office building in Dublin, 
buying it from the government 
agency that is managing bad 
loans held by Irish banks.Q 
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RIM recalls 1,000 PlayBook tablet computers

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
BlackBerry smartphone mak¬ 
er Research In Motion Ltd. 
has recalled about 1,000 of its 
BlackBerry PlayBook tablet 
computers due to defective 
operating software that can 
make it impossible for users 
to set up the device. 

The Waterloo, Ontario-based 
gadget maker said in a state¬ 
ment Monday that it learned 
that the affected tablets were 
shipped with software “that 
may result in the devices un¬ 
able to properly load software 
upon initial set-up.” Only 
PlayBooks with 16 gigabytes 
of memory were affected, 
RIM said, and the major¬ 
ity of them had not yet been 
sold to customers. RIM said 
it is working to replace the af¬ 
fected tablets. Customers that 
did end up with one that can’t 
load the software correctly 
during setup can contact the 
company for help, RIM said. 
The issue was reported on 
Saturday by tech blog Engad- 
get, which said the affected 
PlayBooks had been shipped 
to Staples Inc. stores. RIM 
did not comment on whether 


or not this was the case, and a 
Staples spokeswoman did not 
return a request for comment. 
The PlayBook — which costs 
$499-$699, depending on 
the amount of built-in stor¬ 
age space — received mixed 
reviews when it was released 
in April. The device marks 
RIM’s first effort to branch 
out from its smartphone base 
and capture a portion of the 
tablet computer market. Ap¬ 


ple Inc. popularized the tablet 
when it released its first iPad 
last year, and the device — 
which was recently upgraded 
— has dominated that market 
ever since. 

The recall is RIM’s most re¬ 
cent bit of bad news. The 
gadget maker slashed its fis¬ 
cal first-quarter forecast last 
month, saying it is selling 
fewer and cheaper smart¬ 
phones than it anticipated. □ 
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Microsoft’s Bing leans 
more heavily on Facebook

SAN FRANCISCO - Microsoft Corp.’s Bing search engine is 
increasing its emphasis on the recommendations shared within 
Facebook’s online social network to give people something 
they can’t find on Google’s dominant search engine. 

Starting Monday afternoon, Bing’s search results will vary de¬ 
pending on whether the person making a request is logged into 
Facebook’s online social network at the same time. 

For example, Bing’s standard ranking system might analyze a 
search request about the band “U2” and relegate a link pertain¬ 
ing to the music group to the fourth or fifth page of results if the 
query came from someone who wasn’t logged into Facebook at 
the time. But that same link might appear at the top of Bing’s 
first search page if the query were made by a logged-in Face- 
book user and a few friends in the requestor’s social circle had 
pressed Facebook’s “Like” button on the site. 

Bing’s revisions will also affect the rankings of some search 
results even when people aren’t logged into Facebook. That’s 
because Bing’s formula also will consider how many times 
Facebook’s more than 500 million members have pressed on a 
Web page’s “Like” button to help determine the content’s value 
and relevance. 

“Bing is bringing the collective IQ of the Web together with the 
opinions of the people you trust most, to bring the ‘Friend Ef¬ 
fect’ to search,” Microsoft search executive Yusuf Mehdi wrote 
in a Monday blog post. 

Bing also is adding several other features and tools that deepen 
its ties to Facebook. Among other things, online shoppers us¬ 
ing Microsoft’s search engine will be able to post links about 
products and services directly to their Facebook accounts to get 
the opinions from their friends and family. Microsoft plans to 
deliver notices about discounted travel deals on people’s Face- 
book pages, based on the cities they have said they liked. 

The changes are the latest step in a search alliance Microsoft 
and Facebook announced seven months ago in a joint challenge 
to Google Inc. Both Microsoft and Facebook are trying to lure 
traffic away from Google, the Internet’s most profitable com¬ 
pany, so they can make more money selling Internet ads. 
Google, whose search engine processes about two out of ev¬ 
ery three Internet search requests, also has been trying to add 
more personal touches as Web surfers have bonded together on 
Facebook and other websites such as Twitter where they share 
photos, recommendations and other insights. 

But Facebook’s online hangout has erected barriers that prevent 
Google’s search engine from indexing all the information on a 
social network where an estimated 30 billion pieces of content 
are being shared each month. 

Facebook’s antipathy toward Google became clearer last week 
when it acknowledged that it had secretly hired a prominent pub¬ 
lic relations firm, Burson-Marsteller, to persuade reporters and 
bloggers to write stories about Google’s privacy problems.□

NEW YORK - Nasdaq and 
IntercontinentalExchange on 
Monday withdrew their joint 
$11 billion bid for the par¬ 
ent of the New York Stock 
Exchange after the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Justice informed 
the companies that it would 
pursue a lawsuit to block the 
deal. “NYSE and Nasdaq are 
iconic...they are fierce com¬ 
petitors,” said Christine Var¬ 
ney, Assistant Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of the antitrust division 
of the Department of Justice, 
in a conference call. “If these 
two competitors had merged 
it would have effectively cre¬ 
ated a monopoly leading to 
higher prices, inferior service 
and less innovation.” 

The decision by the two ex¬ 
changes to back off clears 
an obstacle to NYSE Euron- 
ext Inc.’s previous $10 bil¬ 
lion deal to combine with the 
German exchange operator 
Deutsche Boerse. The with¬ 
drawal of the competing bid 


makes it unlikely that the German 
exchange will feel compelled 
to raise its lower bid. Shares of 
NYSE Euronext dropped $5.16, 
or 12.6 percent, to $35.73. 


Shares of Nasdaq OMX Group 
Inc. also fell 68 cents to $26.23, 
while Atlanta-based Intercon¬ 
tinentalExchange Inc. gained 
$3.90, or 3.3 percent, to $122.22.

NEW YORK - Technology 
company troubles and renewed 
concerns about Europe’s debt 
dragged stocks lower for a second 
day.

Inc. and Amazon, 
com Inc. fell by more than 4 per¬ 
cent. Yahoo is in a dispute with 
Alibaba Group Holding Ltd. over 
its online payment business. Ya¬ 
hoo owns a 40 percent stake in 
the company, which transferred 
its online payment business to an¬ 
other company without consult¬ 
ing Yahoo. Investors are grow¬ 
ing increasingly concerned over 
the prospect of an unprecedented 
U.S. default on its debt. Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner told 
Congressional lawmakers in a 
letter Monday that the agency is 
taking steps to postpone a default. 


“The main thing hanging over 
most financial markets right now 
is what’s going to happen with 
the debt ceiling and government 
borrowing and spending,” said 
Tim Courtney, the chief invest¬ 
ment officer at Bums Advisory 
Group in Oklahoma City. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age lost 47.38 points, or 0.4 per¬ 
cent, to close at 12,548.37.

Oil prices dropped Monday, a 
good sign for drivers who are 
finally seeing a little relief at 
the gas pump. 

The average price for a gal¬ 
lon of regular fell 3 cents over 
the week to $3,955 nationally. 
That’s still nearly 14 cents 
more than it was a month ago, 
according to AAA, Wright 
Express and the Oil Price In¬ 
formation Service. 

Oil futures settled down 2.3 
percent and gasoline futures 
dropped 4.7 percent Monday 
as investors returned their at¬ 


tention to weakening demand 
for gasoline in the U.S. Both 
contracts had gained slightly 
last week amid concerns that 
Mississippi River flooding 
could disrupt refineries and 
supplies in the Gulf region. 

Oil is now down about 15 per¬ 
cent in May, while gasoline 
futures are about 14 percent 
lower. Those declines haven’t 
yet reached the nation’s gas 
stations, though Analysts say 
prices could fall as much as a 
quarter or more by Memorial 
Day. That will help drivers as 
summer driving season nears, 
although they’ll still pay more 


for gas than a year ago. For 
now, motorists in about two 
dozen states are paying above 
the national average. In 13 
states the pump price tops $4 
a gallon. 

Oil prices soared about 35 
percent from mid-February 
through the end of April on 
fears that supplies could be 
disrupted by uprisings in the 
Middle East and North Afri¬ 
ca. Those fears have begun to 
abate as supplies continue to 
flow from the oil-rich region. 
Traders also are more opti¬ 
mistic that any disruption at 
Gulf Coast refineries from 
flooding will be minimal. The 
Army Corps of Engineers 
opened two gates at the Mor- 
ganza spillway to divert water 
away from Baton Rouge, 
La., and New Orleans — 
and from refineries along 
the Mississippi’s lower 
reaches. 

The more prominent con¬ 
cern for the market is flag¬ 
ging demand for gasoline. 
Jim Ritterbusch, president 
of energy consultancy Rit¬ 
terbusch and Associates, 
noted that consumer de¬ 
mand has fallen because of 
high pump prices.□ 


Customer satisfaction with 
carriers Af&f, l-Moblle drops

NEW YORK - Sprint Nextel Corp., once dead 
last in customer satisfaction among the Big 4 
national wireless carriers, now has the happiest 
subscribers, along with long-time leader Ve¬ 
rizon Wireless, according to a survey released 
Tuesday. 

The American Customer Satisfaction Index 
also shows tentative declines in customer satis¬ 
faction at the other two big carriers, AT&T Inc. 
and T-Mobile USA. That comes as AT&T has 
agreed to buy T-Mobile USA for $39 billion in 
a deal that could close next year. 

The acquisition could make AT&T and T-Mo¬ 
bile customers even less happy. Claes Fomell, 
professor of Business Administration at the 
University of Michigan and the designer of 
the ACSI survey, said it is common to find that 
customer satisfaction drops after a merger. 
Cellphone-company mergers bring stmggles to 
combine billing systems, customer support and 


other functions. Snags can frustrate consum¬ 
ers. One reason Sprint had the worst score in 
the industry for many years was its disastrous 
merger with Nextel in 2005. 

Sprint and Verizon Wireless both rate a 72 
for customer satisfaction in the ACSI survey, 
which polled 8,000 households in the first 
quarter. For Sprint, that’s a big jump from a 
score of 56 three years ago, while Verizon’s 
score has been steady. Sprint CEO Dan Hesse 
has made improvements in customer service a 
centerpiece of his turnaround plan for the trou¬ 
bled company. 

Sprint’s score includes subsidiaries Boost Mo¬ 
bile and Virgin Mobile, which sell plans with¬ 
out two-year contracts. 

ACSI gave AT&T a score of 66, down from 69 
last year. It’s the company’s worst score since 
2006, the year before it started carrying the 
iPhone. It’s the lowest-ranked of the four na¬ 
tional carriers after being surpassed by Sprint 
last year.Q

CANNES, France (AP) — 
Terrence Malick lived up to 
both his public and profes¬ 
sional reputation Monday 
at the Cannes Film Festival, 
remaining out of sight while 
premiering a film that left 
crowds buzzing over its the¬ 
matic scope, emotional depth 
and visual grandeur. 

The notoriously press-shy Ma¬ 
lick was nowhere to be seen 
after “The Tree of Life,” the 
writer-director’s long-awaited 
epic drama of creation and one 
family’s place in it, screened 
for critics and reporters ahead 
of its official festival premiere. 
The film starring Brad Pitt, 
Sean Penn and Jessica Chas¬ 
tain drew a scattering of harsh, 
prolonged boos, answered by 
enthusiastic applause from 
others at the press screening. 
Debuting in U.S. theaters May 


27, “The Tree of Life” is only 
Malick’s fifth film in a nearly 
40-year career, and his first at 
Cannes since 1979’s “Days of 
Heaven,” which earned him 
the festival’s directing prize. 
Malick has stayed behind 
the scenes for his subsequent 
films, 1998’s “The Thin Red 
Line” and 2005’s “The New 
World,” and he skipped the 
Cannes press conference that 
followed Monday’s screening, 
leaving Pitt, Chastain and his 
producers to face reporters. 
“Mr. Malick is very shy, and 
I would say that I believe his 
work speaks for itself,” pro¬ 
ducer Sarah Green said. 

Pitt compared Malick’s atti¬ 
tude toward publicizing a film 
to building a house. 

“I don’t know why it’s ac¬ 
cepted that people who make 
things in our business are then 
expected to sell them, and I 
don’t think that computes with 


him,” said Pitt, also a producer 
on the film. “He wants to fo¬ 
cus on the making of it, not 
the real estate, selling the real 
estate. It is an odd thing for an 
artist to start something and 
then be salesman.” 

Penn, who had been traveling 
to Cannes from Haiti, missed 
the press conference but was 
on hand for the film’s evening 
premiere. 

“Terry Malick is a visionary,” 
Penn, who also costarred in 
“The Thin Red Line,” said 
before heading into the pre¬ 
miere. “A quite extraordinary 
individual.” 

Pitt was joined on the red car¬ 
pet before the premiere by 
romantic partner Angelina Jo- 
lie. Jolie and Pitt signed auto¬ 
graphs and shook hands with 
the festival’s celebrity watch¬ 
ers, who cheered and shouted 
as the two stars strutted the red 
carpet.Q

After weak season 

Networks strive for fresher ideas

Acknowledging that the crop 
of new television programs 
last year was almost a 
complete washout, the 
networks are spending big this 
year to promise, if not genuine 
excitement, at least something 
different. 

Some of the new series to be 
unveiled to advertisers in New 
York this week feature special- 
effects dinosaurs, an original 
musical, some period pieces 
and at least two importations 
of characters from Grimm’s 
Fairy Tales. The networks, 
conceding that last year’s 
shows generated yawns among 
many viewers, are hoping to 
reap a windfall of advance 
financial commitments. 
Advertisers are prepared to 
increase significantly, perhaps 
by more than 10 percent, their 
spending on the networks’ 
fall season shows. And the 
programmers are looking to 
send the message that they 
recognize they have to find 
something other than a new 
round of police procedurals 


and sitcoms. 

“We were looking for 
fresh,” said Bob Greenblatt, 
the new president of NBC 
Entertainment. “I really want 
people to see the concept for 
a show and go: 4 Oh wow. 
What’s that?”’ 

Greenblatt joined NBC from 
Showtime, a channel known, 
like many in cable, for more 
groundbreaking ideas for 
series. In the case of Showtime 
those included “Dexter” and 
“Weeds.” 

“This doesn’t mean I want 
to put serial killers or pot¬ 
selling soccer moms on the 
air,” Greenblatt said. “But I 
do believe a little bit of bold, 
attention-getting ideas need to 
get to broadcast television. I 
think the audience that found 
cable to be really irresistible 
also believes it.” 

Paul Lee, the new president of 
ABC Entertainment, echoed 
that point, saying the lesson 
of last season was that the 
networks had to begin offering 
fresher ideas, or continue to 
have viewers drift off to cable

— up to a quarter of the total 
native to the continent — that 
are threatened with extinction 
according to a warning issued 
this month by the European 
Union. “Biodiversity is in cri¬ 
sis, with species extinctions 
running at unparalleled rates,” 
said a statement from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union’s Environment 
Commissioner, Janez Potoc- 
nik. The threatened species 
include mammals, amphib¬ 
ians, reptiles, birds and butter¬ 
flies. Plant life is under threat 
as well. The crisis is due to 
several factors, including loss 
of habitat, pollution, alien spe¬ 


cies encroachment, climate 
change and overfishing. 

Critics say the EU’s proposed 
solutions don’t go far enough 
and lack funding. 

“Life is possible because of 
biodiversity,” said Ana Nieto, 
with the International Union 
for Conservation of Nature. 
“Everything comes from bio¬ 
diversity. Everything comes 
from having well-functioning 
ecosystems.” 

The crisis threatens humans 
as well, potentially wreaking 
economic and social havoc in 
Europe, said Potocnik spokes¬ 
man Joe Hennon. 


The continuing loss of birds 
can allow insects to breed at 
alarming rates, harming crops, 
Hennon said. 

A reduced number of bees 
inhibits plant pollination. Di¬ 
minishing forests mean wa¬ 
ter is not cleaned naturally 
and the soil is loosened, too, 
making floods and mud slides 
more likely. 

All of that, Hennon said, 
means governments should 
spend money preserving spe¬ 
cies from extinction. 

“People say, 4 Yes, but we don’t 
have the money to spend on 
environmental protection. □ 


Melatonin makes a comeback, leaving experts unrelaxed

Remember melatonin? In the 
1990s, this over-the-counter 
dietary supplement was all the 
rage among frequent fliers, 
promoted as the miracle cure 
for jet lag. Now it is back in 


vogue, this time as a promi¬ 
nent ingredient in at least a 
half-dozen baked goods that 
flagrantly mimic the soothing 
effects of hash brownies - and 
do so legally. At least for now. 
With names like Lazy Cakes, 
Kush Cakes and Lulla Pies, 
these products are sold online 


and at stores like 7-Eleven, 
Walgreens and smoke shops. 
Although the Food and Drug 
Administration has not ap¬ 
proved melatonin as a food 
additive or deemed it safe, the 
dessert makers are marketing 
their products as a harmless 
way to promote relaxation. 
And the snacks are increas¬ 
ingly being endorsed by fans 
on Facebook and Twitter as 
an antidote to stress and sleep 
deprivation. 

Gabby Bevel, 22, a writer 
from Norman, Okla., and an 
insomniac who took Ambien 
and Lunesta in high school, 
said in an interview that she 
slept 13 hours after eating one 
Lazy Cakes snack recently. “I 
don’t like the idea of need¬ 
ing something unnatural to 
help me with anything,” she 
said. “Really, I think part of 
the appeal is it does come in 
a brownie.” 

“It’s making it much more 
difficult for the consumer to 
recognize that they are taking 
a drug,” said Dr. Charles A. 
Czeisler, the chief of the divi¬ 
sion of sleep medicine at Har¬ 
vard’s Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital.□

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Presidente Santos lanza mensaje conciliador a ex presidente Uribe 



COLOMBIA (AP) - El presi¬ 
dente Juan Manuel Santos 
aseguro el lunes que admira 
a su antecesor Alvaro Uribe, 
con la aparente intencion de 
apaciguar el debate en torno a 
una ley de victimas del con- 
flicto armado interno. 

“Por el presidente Alvaro 
Uribe solo tengo sentimien- 
tos de gratitud, admiracion y 
respeto”, dijo Santos el lunes 
en un mensaje en su cuenta 
de Twitter y divulgado en la 
pagina de internet de la Presi- 
dencia. 

El sabado, Santos ratified que 
Colombia vive un “conflicto 
armado interno” y cataloga- 
rlo como tal en el proyecto 
de la ley de victimas no sig- 
nifica otorgarle a los grupos 
guerrilleros, como las Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias de 
Colombia (FARC), un “esta- 
tus de beligerancia” que per- 
mitiria a la insurgencia recibir 
donaciones o tener oficinas 
legales con representantes 
dentro y fuera del pais. 

Uribe se opone a la inclusion 
de esa frase sobre el conflicto 
interno al asegurar que grupos 


como las FARC son “terroris- 
tas” con los cuales no se pu- 
ede negociar. 

Santos asumio la Presidencia 
en agosto tras una aplastante 
victoria, con nueve millones 
de votos, y el respaldo de la 
coalicion oficial del gobierno 
de Uribe (2002-2010), que 


actualmente domina el Con- 
greso. 

Santos, quien fue ministro de 
Defensa de Uribe, retiene el 
control de las bancadas ofi- 
cialistas, pero han surgido de- 
savenencias con sectores mas 
afines al “uribismo” que po- 
nen en duda si el proyecto de 


ley de victimas, presentado a 
fines del 2010, sera aprobado 
en el Senado a fines de este 
mes o inicios de junio. 
Iniciativas de ley que indem- 
nizan con dinero a victimas de 
la violencia politica y devuel- 
ven terrenos despojados o 
abandonados por sus legiti- 


mos duenos por la accion de 
grupos armados ilegales, en- 
tre otras, son debatidos por el 
Congreso desde hace mas de 
dos anos. 

En un discurso en Bogota, 
Santos denomino el proyecto 
de ley de victimas como “una 
de las leyes bandera de este 
gobierno”. Fa ley “tiene como 
uno de esos propositos olvidar 
el odio, olvidar los rencores, 
sanar heridas y mirar hacia 
adelante”, dijo Santos a li- 
deres de grupos comunales. 
“Reparar a las victimas de la 
violencia y restituirle la tierra 
a los campesinos que fueron 
desplazados por la violencia, 
eso es olvidar el odio y el mal 
y unimos como sociedad para 
cosechar y obtener un mejor 
futuro”, anadio, segun una 
nota divulgada por la casa de 
gobierno. 

El mas reciente proyecto, el 
que Santos presento en sep- 
tiembre, ya supero tres de las 
cuatro votaciones legislati- 
vas que requieren las normas 
aqui y solo falta una mas en 
el Senado, de 102 miembros, 
la mayoria del oficialismo.Q 


Taiwan busca diversilicar sus 
exportaciones a Dominicana 


REPUBLICA DOMINICANA (AP) 
- Empresarios taiwaneses exploran 
la diversificacion del comercio con 
Republica Dominicana, que con 
una cscasa oferta de productos ya se 
ha incrementado 79% en la ultima 
decada, informo el martes el emba- 
jador taiwanes Isaac Tsai. 

A Santo Domingo asistieron empresa¬ 
rios de ambos paises de los sectores 
telecomunicaciones, transporte, finan- 
cieros, electrico, de instrumentos mu- 
sicales, de equipos medicos y de las 
industrias textil y del calzado, indico 
el diplomatico. 

Segun cifras del Centro de Expor¬ 
taciones e Inversiones de Republica 
Dominicana (CEI-RD), las ventas de 
productos dominicanos en Taiwan, 
especialmente desechos de metales y 
papel, ascendieron en 2010 a 44,2 mil¬ 
lones de dolares. 

Las importaciones desde Taiwan en 
cambio se han incrementado a una 
tasa anual de 4,43% y llegaron en 
2010 a 97,8 millones de dolares, de 


forma especial por la compra de ve- 
hiculos, motocicletas y motores. 

La embajada taiwanesa y el CEI-RD 
no difundieron si en el encuentro se 
firmaron nuevos contratos comercia- 
les. 

Tsai destaco que por su ubicacion 
geografica en el Caribe y como miem- 
bro de varios bloques comerciales, 
Republica Dominicana es un puente 
importante para las exportaciones tai- 
wanesas hacia el Caribe. En el ultimo 
ano, Republica Dominicana y Taiwan 
han suscrito tres acuerdos para pro¬ 
mover el comercio y alianzas de nego- 
cios. Tsai recordo que las inversiones 
directas de las 82 empresas taiwan¬ 
eses instaladas en Republica Domini¬ 
cana ascienden a unos 110 millones de 
dolares. 

Republica Dominicana es uno de los 
12 paises latinoamericanos que man- 
tiene relaciones diplomaticas con Tai¬ 
wan y, aunque sus exportaciones hacia 
esa isla aun son escasas, crecieron a 
una tasa anual de 78% durante la ulti¬ 
ma decada. □

VENEZUELA (AP) - Venezuela 
no ve impedimento para que Esta- 
dos Unidos extradite al anticastrista 
Luis Posada Carriles pues la justicia 
norteamericana ya termino un proceso 
judicial que se le seguia por lo que 
ahora procederia enviarlo a Caracas 
para que enfrente la justicia. La presi- 
denta del Tribunal Supremo de Justi¬ 
cia de Venezuela, Luisa Estella Mo¬ 
rales, de visita en la capital cubana, 
expreso que el gobierno de Estados 
Unidos alegaba que el juicio migra- 
torio que Posada Carriles enfrentaba 
impedia entregarlo para cumplir con 
el pedido de extradicion. “Hace muy 
poco tiempo file exculpado de esos 
senalamientos, delitos en territorio 
norteamericano, lo que significa que 
de acuerdo a los tratados intemacio- 
nales al no tener ninguna pena pendi- 
ente ni ningun proceso, cobra fuerza 
nuestra solicitud de extradicion”, 
manifesto Morales. Morales y otros 
magistrados del alto tribunal venezo- 
lano llegaron a Cuba para un inter- 
cambio con sus contrapartes y estaran 
en esta capital hasta el miercoles. El 
tema de Posada Carriles formara parte 
de la conversaciones que sostendran, 
reconocio la funcionaria. 


La vocera de la Oficina de Intereses de 
Estados Unidos en esta capital, Gloria 
Berbena, indico a la AP que su gobi¬ 
erno habia informado al de Venezuela 
que la peticion realizada no estaba lo 
suficientemente justificada y Caracas 
no ofrecia las garantias necesarias 
para lograr el envio de Posada Car¬ 
riles. Ex agente de la CIA y militante 
anticastrista, Posada Carriles nacio en 
Cuba pero es ciudadano venezolano y 
se escapo de una carcel en la nacion 
sudamericana donde estaba siendo 
enjuiciado por su participacion en la 
voladura de un avion civil de la linea 
Cubana en 1976. Posteriormente vivio 
en Centroamerica y fue encarcelado en 
Panama por un intento de magnicidio 
contra el ex presidente Fidel Castro. 
Luego de una amnistia presidencial 
salio en libertad y entro en 2005 a Es¬ 
tados Unidos pero se lo acuso de haber 
mentido a un tribunal migratorio, una 
causa que concluyo con la absolucion 
el mes pasado. Posada Carriles file 
vinculado como autor intelectual y fi- 
nancista de varios atentados con bom¬ 
bas en centros turisticos en Cuba en 
1997, uno de los cuales mato al turista 
italiano Fabio Di Celmo e hirio a doce 
personas. □
